SALM 107:8, “Oh that men would praise the 

Lord!” This phrase is found four times in this 

Psalm. It must be important. Simmons said, “Our 
thanks should be as fervent for mercies received as our 
petitions for mercies sought.” But this seldom happens, 
we know. It takes a long time to admit, “In God we live 
and move and have our beings.” When the boy with a 
loaf of bread was asked where he got it, he answered, 
“From the baker.” When asked where the baker got it, 
he replied, “He made it.” When questioned of what it was 
made, he answered, “Flour.” When asked where he got 
the flour, the lad replied, “From the farmer.” So, it fi- 
nally dawned on the boy that the farmer raised it from 
God’s earth. It is God who gives us power (or ability) to 
get anything we have. Many times I thanked God for 
food and raiment, but I never thought to say, “And wa- 
ter.” When water became a dire need around here, we 
were in a great strait, so we cried unto the Lord, and He 
came to the rescue and gave us rain. Thank the Lord! 
Oh, I am so glad we did not have to wait for a rain- 
maker to slake our thirst. If we had had to wait on him, 
we might soon have needed shrouds. 

It’s strange that poverty doesn’t usually cause pride 
and grumbling. No, it’s usually prosperity. Read Hosea 
13:6-8. Here we find that they were filled and their 
hearts were exalted. They were filled by mercy and grace, 
yet, they took the big head and became top heavy (use- 
less to God). Their ingratitude made God as sore as a 
bereaved bear or a hungry, vicious lion. It’s not enough to 
serve God—we must serve Him with all lowliness of mind, 
with gladness, with hearts satiated with gratitude. Psalm 
103:1. 

I read of a girl inheriting a $40,000 ranch for smiling 
at a customer. “If I do this thing willingly (in thanksgiv- 
ing and sincere gratitude), I have a reward—a great rec- 
ompense of reward. Bate has said that the word “grate- 
ful” and the word “good” are synonymous. According to 
this, it’s impossible for a grumbler to be good. Have you 
heard of the chronic grumbler that grumbled about bad 
health, but then began complaining of feeling better? To 
be unthankful is to do evil for good. Proverbs 17:13, 
“Whoso rewardeth evil for good, evil shall not depart 
from his house.” Bridges says, “To render evil for good is 
devilish. Evil for evil is brutish. Good for good is human, 
but to do good for evil is divine.” To do good for evil cer- 
tainly must be possible, for the perfect Man, the Man 
without sin, said, “Do good to them that hate you,” etc. 
Read Psalm 107 and see how much God has done. “Oh 
that men would praise the Lord.” This word “oh” means, 
“I wish; I would; oh, why don’t people be thankful and 
praise God?” Saadi said, “A grateful dog is better than 
an ungrateful man.” Shakespeare said, “Blow, blow, thou 
winter wind, thou art not so unkind as man’s ingratitude; 
freeze, freeze, thou bitter sky, thou dost not bite so nigh 
as benefits forgot. “OH THAT MEN WOULD PRAISE

were asked the questions: “Where did I come 
from? Why am I here” Do you remember the 
answer that was given? Do you really know the answer 
to these two questions. Do you know just how man’s 
existence has figured into the present-day occurrences? 

We shall find the answers to these questions, as well 
as the answers to all of our questions, in the pages of 
God’s Holy Divine Word—the Bible. 

This question probably has been asked universally as 
much as any other one question. I believe that almost 
everyone has asked himself time and time again, “Why 
am I here just as I am?” Even the man whom the Bible 
calls “the man after God’s own heart” asked the same 
question. David, the king of Israel, once cried out, “What 
is man, that thou art mindful of him?” Psalm 8:4. 

What is man that God is so concerned about him— 
that even Jesus Christ the Son of God said that the hairs 
of his head are numbered? What is so outstanding and 
valuable about this creature called man that all the rich- 
es of this world are of less value than the precious soul 
of just one man? 

In the first book of the Bible, often called the book of 
beginnings, we read, “God said, Let us make man in our 
image, after our likeness: and let them have dominion 
over the fish of the sea, and over the fowl of the air, 
and over the cattle, and over all the earth, and over every 
creeping thing that creepeth upon this earth. So God 
created man in his own image, in the image of God cre- 
ated he him; male and female created he them,” Genesis 
1:26, 27. 

Are you beginning to see why God cares so much for us? 
We were created in the image and likeness of the Father, 
the Son, and the Holy Ghost, for God said, “Let us make 
man in our own image.” Just how long before creation the 
three Persons of the Godhead made these plans to cre- 
ate man is not known, but this one thing we do know, 
God did make the plans to create man, and God did 
make plans for the existence of man. The Scripture de- 
clares in Acts 15:18, “Known unto God are all his works 
from the beginning.” The Bible speaks many times of 
God’s plan being planned and foreordained before the 
foundations of the world. The Bible tells us that Jesus 
Christ was as a Lamb slain before the foundation of the 
world. In the plan of God for man there were set up sev- 
en different dispensational periods or, as they could be 
called, periods of testing. In a brief study of these dis- 
pensations, they are as follows: 

1. THE DISPENSATION OF INNOCENCE. 

During this period Satan tempted Adam and Eve, caus- 

g the fall of man from his perfect state. Sin was not a 
part of God’s plan for man’s existence, but man fell into 
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sin because he disobeyed the commandments of his Cre- 
ator. Man was judged, the earth was cursed, and all 
creatures were brought under the bondage of sin. 

2. THE DISPENSATION OF CONSCIENCE. 

During this period man was conscious of his lost con- 
dition under sin. God made him the first promise of the 
coming Redeemer (Genesis 3:15), but man plunged deep- 
er and deeper under his load of sin. 

3. THE DISPENSATION OF HUMAN GOVERNMENT. 

The whole earth had only one language at this time. 
As the family of man traveled along, they said, “Let us 
build us a city, and a tower whose top may reach into 
heaven.” They wanted to make a name for themselves, 
but God confused their tongues and scattered them over 
the earth. 

4. THE DISPENSATION OF PROMISE. 

During this time of testing God made this promise to 
Abraham: “The Lord appeared to Abram, and said unto 
him, I am the Almighty God; walk before me, and be 
thou perfect. And I will make my covenant between me 
and thee, and will multiply thee exceedingly. ... As for 
me, behold, my covenant is with thee, and thou shalt be 
a father of many nations. Neither shall thy name any 
more be called Abram, but thy name shall be Abraham; 
for a father of many nations have I made thee. And I 
will make thee exceedingly fruitful, and I will make na- 
tions of thee, and kings shall come out of thee. And I 
will establish my covenant between me and thee and thy 
seed after thee in their generations for an everlasting 
covenant, to be a God unto thee, and to thy seed after 
thee. And I will give unto thee, and to thy seed after 
thee, the land wherein thou art a stranger, all the land 
of Canaan, for an everlasting possession; and I will be 
their God,” Genesis 17:1-8. 

5. THE DISPENSATION OF LAW. 

This period of testing, which was our schoolmaster to 
bring us to Christ, lasted from the time of Moses until 
Christ became our Saviour. Moses was a man set aside 
from birth to carry out part of the great plan of God 
for man’s existence. 

6. THE DISPENSATION OF GRACE. 

This is the present period, which started with the first 
coming of Jesus Christ, and will end, as a period, with 
the second coming of Jesus Christ, when Satan is thrown 
into the bottomless pit for one thousand years. 

7. THE DISPENSATION OF DIVINE GOVERNMENT. 

The millennial reign of Jesus Christ with all the saints 
will extend over a period of one thousand years. The Bi- 
ble tells us in Revelation 20:7-10 that at the close of the 
millennium, Satan will be loosed from his prison for a 
short time to deceive the nations. After his short excur-

I. God’s Judgment Upon Edom. 


did God pronounce judgment upon Edom?” Let 

us step into the background for just a few mo- 
ments. Edom sprang from Esau, the brother of Jacob. 
Esau and Jacob were Isaac’s two sons. Esau sold his 
birthright to his brother, Jacob, or Israel for some red 
pottage and thus his name was called Edom (Genesis 
25:30). 

Esau hated his brother, Jacob, from that time forth. 
God said, “You must pay for the many wicked deeds 
against Israel.” That applies to us today. If we do wrong, 
we shall surely pay for that which we have done. 

Pride is a dangerous thing, and Edom was in a proud 
condition. Pride had crept into their hearts and caused 
them to feel their importance and boast. Obadiah 3 says, 
“The pride of thine heart hath deceived thee, thou that 
dwellest in the clefts of the rock, whose habitation is 
high; that saith in his heart, Who shall bring me down 
to the ground?” 

From this verse we see that pride had caused them to 
think that it would be impossible for any nation to over- 
throw them. Their homes were high in the rock. It 
seemed that these people had climbed up into the rocks

and hewed out their homes, and there they lived. The 
rocks were beautiful, for they had many glamorous col- 
ors. Their city was unique among the cities of the earth. 
It had walls on each side and the entrance was very 
narrow. According to history, it had been a hard city to 
capture. 

God had not forgotten the wicked deeds that the Edom- 
ites had done. When Moses was leading the children from 
Egyptian bondage and wanted to go through the land of 
Edom, they refused to let the Israelites go through their 
land. Moses said they would pay for all the food, water, 
etc., but they would not agree and went out to battle 
against the Israelites. So Moses took the children of Is- 
rael down by the Dead Sea and went around their land. 
This was one of the things that God had not punished 
them for as yet. By no means had God forgotten it. God 
will not let people by that do wrong, for He is a just God. 

Edom continued to do evil against God’s people. All 
through history, Edom and Israel hated one another. For 
centuries there existed between them an implacable ani- 
mosity. They had warred against each other constantly. 
However, this was a battle the Edomites would not win, 
for God was going to do the fighting. 

They bragged and boasted and said, Who can bring 
us down? People today set their eyes and imaginations 
among the stars of pride and say, “Who can bring us

down?” The Bible says “He that exalts himself shall he > 


make low and he that humbleth himself shall be exalted.” 
Pride betrays brotherly love. 


GD SENT the prophet, Obadiah, to prophesy 
of the destruction of Edom and the restoration of Israel. 
Obadiah’s message was filled with destruction for Edom. 
God declared that the Edomites would be cut off forever 
because they had stood on the other side and seen the 
Israelites being taken captive by strangers. God said that 
they were as guilty as the strangers. That proves to us 
today that if we see our brother doing something wrong 
and if we just stand by and laugh about it, we are 
just as guilty as he is. We must turn our backs to sin 
and lose sight of the devil and all his pleasures. Sin is 
sin to God. God hates sin, but He loves His people and 
that is why He wants to protect them. God has pro- 
nounced judgment upon those who do wrong. 

Many people today laugh and make fun of others who 
do not have as much as they have. God is not pleased 
with people’s ridiculing. It provokes Him to anger when 
they do such. In the sight of God, a poor man’s soul 
worth as much as the soul of the richest man in the 
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world. Edom represents the world, and Israel represents 
God’s people. The world hates God and His works. You 
may say, “Preacher, how do you know?” God’s Word de- 
clares it. He said, “If you love me, keep my command- 
ments.” What was God’s commandment? It was that we 
should have no other gods before Him and that we should 
love the Lord our God with all our hearts, souls, minds, 
and strength. 

Does the world love God? No, for the gods of this world 
have blinded their eyes, and caused their hearts to be 
carried away with their own lusts. God said, “Thy reward 
shall return upon thine own head.” I have asked many 
young boys and girls to turn to God. They reply, “I’m 
having a good time, and I’m still young. Why should I 
quit now? I have plenty of time.” Friends, we have no 
promise of tomorrow. Edom thought that time was un- 
limited. They said, “We’re having a good time; who can 
bring us down?” They lived in the clefts of the rocks. 
They would climb on a rope ladder and then pull it up 
behind them, for their habitation was high. Don’t forget, 
God can bring you down. God is an omnipotent God, 
and He will give to us our reward—good or bad. God’s 
magnifying eyes can see into our hearts. He can see even 
the smallest of sins. He wants people to be on fire, not 
to be just a cold professor and not a possessor. So get on 
fire for God or be cut off. Remember, your reward shall 
“return upon thine own head.” 

II. Edom Must Pay for Their Sins. 


THE BIBLE SAYS in Galatians 6:7, “Be not 
deceived; God is not mocked: for whatsoever a man 
soweth, that shall he also reap.” Edom had sown some 
wicked seeds. Now the harvest time had come, and they 
must reap, but the reaping was not to be as pleasant 
as the sowing. Usually, a farmer doesn’t like sowing the 
seed as well as the reaping. 

When a man sows in sin, he must reap death; if he 
sows to the spirit, he shall of the spirit reap life everlast- 
ing. When a man sows corn, he expects to reap corn; 
when he sows wheat, he expects to reap wheat; when 
you sow in sin, you must expect to reap death. As the old 
song says, “You can’t do wrong and get by.” God will not 
permit such to happen. The kind of reward you pay for 
is the kind you will receive. Today preachers will tell 
you that as long as you belong to their church, you can 
do as you please and you will be all right. Friends, don’t 
let anyone fool you. Let no man deceive you. That which 
you sow, you shall reap. 

A young boy once hated his neighbor because the 
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neighbor did not approve of some meanness that the boy 
had done. So one day the boy decided that he would get 
even with his neighbor. He found some Johnson grass 
(this grass will spread over a large field in a year). He 
planted it in the neighbor’s field. As the years passed by, 
the boy became « man and started going with the neigh- 
bor’s daughter. He fell in love with her and married her. 
Soon he inherited the land on which he had sown the 
grass. In the hot, scorching sun he had to dig up the 
grass that he had sown years before. So he was reaping 
what he had sown. Today many young people are sowing 
the wild Johnson grass of sin, but tomorrow they will be 
reaping. God said, “Vengeance is mine, I will repay.” 

Paul was an educated man. Pride had lifted him high 
in the popularity of the world. He was persecuting the 
Church for which Christ died. One day as he was on the 
road to Damascus, on his way to persecute the Church, 
God struck him down and made him realize that he had 
been doing the wrong thing. Although Paul did a won- 
derful work afterwards, yet he had to pay for his sins. He 
was beaten, cast out of the city as dead—some seemed 
to think that Paul was dead—but God raised him up 
again. Paul was shipwrecked, taken to prison in Rome, 
beaten and thrown into the Philippian jail, suffering 
from bloody stripes. Then at death, he was beheaded at 
Nero’s chopping block. 

Friends, let us be careful how we live. Sometimes chil- 
dren have to suffer for the sins of their parents. Many 
times the whole church has to suffer for the sins of one 
church member. (Let me say this, sometimes a preacher 
knows about the sin and still lets it go on in the church. 
He is just as guilty as the man who is doing it. Paul 
said to get rid of such a man.) Achan sinned and the 
whole army of Israel had to suffer until they got rid of 
him, then God gave them the victory. 

Someone said, Why doesn’t God kill the devil and get 
rid of sin? That isn’t any of our business. But it is our 
business to keep sin out of our hearts. God does not let 
us get by with sin in our hearts. God, no doubt, had 
begged and pleaded with Edom to repent. The more He 
begged, the harder their hearts became. So He said they 
should be cut off forever. There was not another chance; 
their doom was sealed—might as well sing the funeral 
song and weep, for they were gone. 

Thousands of people are like Edom—wanting to satisfy 
their desires more than God’s. Millions of people today 
put their feet under some table to fill the desires of their 
stomach, but how many people would walk into a church 
to get the desires of their souls? I think about the times 
at school when the bell rings for lunch. The boys and 
girls rush to the cafeteria, wanting hot food. They can’t 
seem to get there fast enough, but when the bell rings for 


. chapel, it’s a different picture. You see very few hurrying; 


their menu does not call for hot salvation. 

Christ told the people that they did not follow Him for 
the miracles He performed, but for the food they re- 
ceived. Christ told the devil that man could not live by 
bread alone, but by every word that proceeded out of the 
mouth of God. Edom was not thinking of the Spirit of 
God, but of the beauty of life. This caused their pride to 
be shown, and caused God to cast them down. People to- 
day worship their beautiful homes, cars, etc. God is not 
pleased, and some day He will melt them away and they 
will be cut off forever.

children of Israel escaped, the Edomites caught them 
and delivered them to the enemy. God said, “You should 
not have done this. Thy reward shall return upon thine 
own head.” 

Men, do not hinder your companion who is serving 
God. If you are not going to serve God for your own sake, 
do not hinder others who will serve Him. It is so easy to 
do wrong and not realize it until it is already done. Solo- 
mon was a wise man, but he began to pay too much at- 
tention to his wives and concubines. This caused him to 
fall. He had to pay for his sins. David was a man after 
God’s own heart. He did a wicked deed, but he had to 
pay for it. Don’t forget, thy reward shall return upon 
thine own head. 

III. The Restoration of Israel. 

Obadiah 17, “But upon mount Zion shall be deliver- 
ance, and there shall be holiness; and the house of Jacob 
shall possess their possessions.” 


Gop HAD always promised that Israel would 
prosper and be a great nation. Although they were taken 
captive and Edom had a good laugh, the tide changed 
and it was time for Israel to laugh. The Lord hath spoken 
that Israel should possess their possession and Edom 
should be cut off.

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(MNS) An up-to-date survey of 
evangelical literature in Japan lists a 
total of 26 groups engaged in the pub- 
lishing of evangelical books. Some are 
small, isolated efforts, while others 
have a nation-wide outreach. Ten of 
these groups are under Japanese man- 
agement. The others are, for the most 
part, operated by Japanese and mis- 
sionary personnel. 

This survey, made by Japan Harvest 
(the publication of the Evangelical 
Missionary Association of Japan), lists 
156 publications (plus a few one 
denominational books) currently 
available in the Japanese language. 
This number includes even booklets 
of less than 50 pages. 

It is obvious that the main purpose 
of evangelical publishers in post-war 
Japan has been that of strengthening 
and stirring up the believers. More 
than 25 per cent of the books pub- 
lished deal with Bible study, another 
25 per cent are devotional writings. 
Thirty-two of the 156 books could be 
classified as “evangelistic,” including 
elementary follow-up books. 


(MNS) Spain—Word has just been 
received from Spain that Senor Flor- 
entino Tornadijo, evangelical pastor 
in Sagunto, Province of Valencia, has 
been given his freedom after 15 days 
in prison. The reason for his imprison- 
ment was that he had refused to Pied 
a fine imposed upon him for holdin 
a prayer meeting in a home on June 
When the news was received that 
Sr. Tornadijo had been put in jail on 
February 22, the N.AE. office in Wash- 
ington publicized the news through 
the secular press. Dr. Clyde W. Taylor 
Secretary of Affairs, wrote a letter o 
protest to the Spanish Ambassador in 
Washington. 

In the Valencia prison Sr. Tornadijo 
was put in a cold cell, where he had 
to sleep on a dirty straw mattress, 
with only an old cotton blanket for 
cover. 

When he became ill he was trans- 
ferred to the infirmary. There he was 
well treated, for the chief of the men 
who took care of the patients was a 
young man who had been converted 
through Sr. Tornadijo’s testimony 
when he was imprisoned there for the 
same reason in September 1953. 

It is felt that the entire incident 
has been a triumph for the Gospel, 
as Sr. Tornadijo had many opportuni- 
ties to preach to the other prisoners, 
individually and in groups.

Madison Square Garden service 
Thursday night, March 3. The people 
began gathering before noon with the 
meeting scheduled to begin at 7:30 
p.m. The stadium officials locked the 
doors at 7:00 p.m. with some 8,000 
people standing outside in the rain on 
49th Street, where buses originally 
were scheduled to be parked. 

Mr. Graham preached a simple mes- 
sage, “You are a sinner — The wages 
of sin is death — Christ- took your 
place on the cross — He died for you 
— Turn your life over to Him — He 
will give you peace in your soul.” Over 
1,500 walked the aisles in the huge 
arena to find Christ as their personal 
Saviour. Nearly a thousand raised 
their hands on the outside as Mr. 
Graham addressed them briefly, be- 
fore he gave the main address in the 
Madison Square Garden meeting. Dr. 
John Wimbish, pastor of New York’s 
Calvary Baptist Church, who led in 
the opening prayer remarked, “New

The New York papers carried front 
page pictures and stories of the meet- 
ing and the overflow crowds. 

The New York Times said, “It is 
probably the most decorous crowd 
that the big auditorium, which is gen- 
erally used for sports events, had ev- 
er seen.” 

The leading editorial of the New 
York Journal stated, “Billy Graham’s 
first major religious rally in New York 
was an overwhelming success. You 
have to go back twenty-one years to 
rm | Sunday’s last appearance here to 
find anything comparable. The Billy 
Graham rally was, if you like, a 
phenomenon on both meanings of the 
word in natural fact and in the ex- 
perience of unique significance.” 

“And it was an event of outstanding 
significance because, as we see it, it 
was one more sign of the revival of 
the religious — And because of 
the tension of today and the possible 
destructive horrors of the future em- 
bodied in that monstrous cylinder 
known as the H-bomb, men and wom- 
en are turning to God for comfort 
and guidance and peace. 

“Certainly an alliance of men and 
nations with God would be truly a 
grand alliance. We congratulate Mr. 
Graham and thousands who heard 
him on the success of their meeting 
and we ho his plans will permit 
an extended visit to New York soon.” 

Many other New York newspapers 


paid tribute to the success of the 
meeting, the occasion of which was a 
fifteenth anniversary rally of Jack 
Wyrtzen’s Word of Life. 

John Ferris, staff writer of the New 
York World-Telegram, describing the 


response to the invitation wrote one 
=. ome outstanding accounts when he 
said: 

“They came slowly and at first hes- 
itatingly, tiny figures that stirred in 
the dim upper balconies to make their 
way down into the brilliant lights. 
Patiently moved by the experience, 
they were unashamed and in the faces 
of all, after a few moments after their 
tears had been wiped away there was 
a quiet dignity of peace.” 

Immediately following the Madison 
Square Garden rally Mr. Graham to- 
gether with several other members of 
his team left on the train for Wash- 
ington, D. C. where preparation was 
made for the Sunday Hour of Deci- 
sion broadcast that originated in the 
nation’s capitol. Nine and eleven 
o’clock Sunday morning found Dr. 
Graham in the pulpit of the National 
Presbyterian Church of which Dr. Ed- 
ward L. R. Elson is the pastor. This 
is the church where President and 
Mrs. Eisenhower attend regularly and 
where they are members. Crowds 
gathered before each service and stood 
in the rain. At the eleven o’clock serv- 
ice at the close of the message, Mr. 
Graham — age down from the pulpit 
and walked down to the President 
and Mrs. Eisenhower, shook hands 
with them and accompanied them out 
of the church to their waiting car. 
Sunday evening before leaving for 
Asheville and home Mr. Graham was 
guest on “Meet the Press” NBC radio 
and television. That was perhaps one 
of the most remarkable press meet- 
ings ever held on radio and television. 
Mr. Graham left together with Rev. 
Grady Wilson, Mr. Cliff Barrows, Mr. 
Beverly Shea, Dr. Paul Rees of Minne- 
apolis, and Dr. Paul Maddox on the 
French Line, Liberte, for Glasgow, 
Scotland. The campaign begins March 
21 and runs for six weeks of time, to 
be followed by ten days in Wembley 
Stadium London and a number of 
major cities on the Continent during 
the month of June.
